THE INVASION OF KOREA.

. _ ‘The information at present avallable concern- 
ing the present state of affaire in Korea indicates 
the taking: up of a very bold front on the part of 
the Japanese, whose forces at the time of latest 
advices were separated from tho Chinese troops 
by‘a distance of only some 45 miles. Oo 
Wednesday, the ath inat, the japanese troops 
were landed at Chemulpo, whitst the harbour 
and adjacent islands were strongly fortified, The 
» troops numbered 1,040 tnfantry, in full marching 
order, equipped with the Browser ifle, and stip- 
piled. with 150 rounds of ammuAlttsn per man. 
“They were subject to the strictest discipline, and 
appeared to be an exceedingly perviceabla body 
ofmen, They were billeted apon the Japanese 
residents in Chemulpo, and wore warned by 
thelr officers to behave themselves, remember 
“their duty to thelr country, and that they bad to 
protect their nationals. Thy good; advice was 
certainly acted apon, atid so qaletly did they 
conduct themselves, that thelr departure at four 
o'clock one morning for Scoul was not discovered 
until some time afterwards. The march to Seoul, 
a.ditanca of 27 miles, tried the men severely, 
asthe weather w:s very hot, and not auited to 
the heavy equipment of the soldiers, Themarch 
to Seou) was conducted as if rations were 
being casrled onin a hostile cogutry, the road 
being commanded at various points by howllzers 
aod Gatling guns, In Scoul the troops were 
billeted upon tho: Japancss residents, and the 
martnes who had preceded: them returned ta 
Chemulpo. The Chinexe, meanwhile were 
eogaged about forty-five miles away dispersin;
